Joseph House, an L. A N. fireman, 
of Lebanon Junction, who lost a foot in 
a railroad accident some time ago. com- 
promised with the railroad company for 
65,000. 

The War Department at Washington 
has forwarded the sum of $17,500 with 
which to pay the Kentucky troops for 
the time they speml at the camp of in- 
struction. 

The extraordinary task of papering 
her room with canceled postage stamps 
has been started by Miss Sadie Cham- 
bers, of Anderson, Ind. It will take 
186,912, according to her estimate. 

The State Bank Examiner has finish- 
ed his inspection of the affairs of the 
Milwaukee-avenue State Bank of Chi- 
cago. and intimates that the shortage 
is between 6HO0.00O aed 61.000,000. 

During the trials of the alleged mur- 
derers of J. B. Marcum at Beatty ville, 
James Hargis interrupted the testi- 
mony of Moses Feltner by sneering 
laughter, and had to be warned by the 
Court to desist. 

Between 40 and 50 passengers were 
injured, none fatally, but several se- 
riously, when the north-bound train of 
the Fort-Worth and Denver City Rail- 
road wa* wrecked a few miles south of 
Fruitland. Texas. 

George Hall was convicted at Char- 
lotte of conspiracy in connection with 
the lynching at Salisbury, N. C.. of the 
three Negro murderers of the Lyerly 
family, and was sentenced to 15 years 
in the State prison. 

Henry W. Bering, cashier of the de- 
funct Milwaukee-avenue State Hank of 
Chicago, was taken to jail in default of 
bonds of $6*,ooo, in which he was held 
by Judge Kersten to answer to the sev- 
eral charges against him. 

Five men have been arrested at Salis- 
bury, N. C., on the charge of partici- 
pating in the recent lynching. They 
were taken before Judge Ix>ng, and 
one of them, George Hall, arraigned on 
the charge of murder. He pleaded not 
guilty. 

Oil developments in Kentncky will be 
somewhat retarded by the drop in 
prices of the crude oil, and a wildcat 
strike is said to be badly needed to 
bolster the market. Operations are 
more active in Kentucky than else- 
where. 

Capt. Richmond Fearson Hobson, ex- 
presses the opinion that it would lie 
easy for Japan to capture the Fhilip- 
pines, in the event of a war with the 
United States, and says the defenses 
of the islands have been too long neg- 
lected. 

Second Grand Vice Fresident Val 
Fitzpatrick has ordered the switch- 
men's strike at New Haven, Conn., to 
end at once, declaring that it was il- 
legal and unwarranted.
